London, Sept. 25.—Captain Lauriat, 


one of the most daring Italian aviat- 
ors, who has twice been decorated 
with military medals for valor, accom- 
panied by an observer, made the first 
Italy-to-England flight today, repeat- 
ing the feat of 1910 of the late George 
Cave Cnasez in crossing 
the Alps. 


Captain Lauriat covered TOO English 
miles in 722 minutes. 


His machine, which is a new type,
